come nu. More famous man than the Poet 
Laureate or thé President: of the Royal

even the names of the: Poet Laureate und 
of the President- af the Royal Academy ? 
A-far smaller number, J¢am sure, than: 
are just now talking about Mr. Campbell 
as though the fate ot-the world depended 
on him. Men of mighty. intellect have 
totled for three-quarters of a lifetime in 
church, in’ politics, and jn the arts, and 
have been content in the end witha tithe 
of the fame that Mr, Campbell has 
achieved in an hour. He may, for allt 


.| know, be a man of distinguished ability 


who déserves to be famous, but it is not 


“) because of his ability that.a whole nation 


is talking about him,. He has been placed 
on i giddy eminence by on accident, and 
shares the ‘chief columns of the Press 
with statesmen, discoverers, singers and 
titm actors, not so’ much because of uny- 
thing that’he bas done, but. bevayse of 
what hag happened to: him. Nine-tenths 
of the fame he has won is due to the fact 
that the Attorney-General, having. begun 
to prosecute him, refused to go on with 
the proxccution. In this easy fashion 
does Mr. Campbell pass into! English his- 
tory. . Schoolboys may one day have to 
lear about him as they learn about Jen- 
kins, concerning whom’ we know nothiog 
bat the fact that be had an car or, 
rather, thut‘ho lost one. We do rot 
know—at Jeast, I do not—whethor Jen- 
kins was a good man or ao bad one, whe- 
ther he was clever or stupid. It ix ap- 
parently doubtful even w ether he lost 
his ear in the fashion he described 

Sceptics suggested that jt» was in the 
pullory’and not at the hands. of the Spani 

ards that he had suffered mutilation. 
Whatever may be. the truth of this, he 
produced the var'as an exhibit before a 
committee of ‘the House-of Commons, and 
the blood of a whole nation boiled with 
the result that a pacifist Prime Minister 
was forced against his will to-declare 
war. There have been many Jenkinses, 
cbut: none of the others-ever achieved fame 
on this level, except, perhaps,the ob- 
seure member of the family who gave his 
surname to. a parlour-gume played with 
sixpences, Whether it. is, worth hr- 
queathing a name to posterity and, per- 
haps, being mentioned in school books is 
n& question on which human beings differ. 
Thero ‘js little to be said in favour of 
fame from the moralist’s point of view, 
except thatthe Jove of it may incite” 
men to perform great deeds. When we 
Tead history. however, we firid that it is 
as easy to achicve immortality by, 2 
crime as by any of the heroic virtues. 
Even in the. Scriptures the memnbries of 
Cain.and Jezebel and Judas survive with 
those of Moses and Elijah and St. ‘Pouk 
In the newspapers to-day famo is no less’ 
independent of virtue. In the: present 
yenr, Patrick Mahon, a murderer, had a 


fame that. Prime Ministers might envy, | 


and ,Vaquier, a poisoner, filled the public 
eye as. no ‘living preacher has done, 
Fame is the preserve neither of the good 
nor ‘of the great. If a poet wished to 
advertise his name, he would be better 
advised to rob a jeweller’s shop than ta 
write an’epic, Even a writer obviously 
fated to be famous, such as Mr.. Bernard 
Shaw. had to work for years in order to’ 
uchieye asemuch reputation as a‘eriminal 
achieves in a few hours. Fame merely, 
means getting talked about, und getting 
talked about ts within the power of any 
lift-boy ‘or hpokmaker’s assistant. It_is, 
apparently, however, a natural longing 
ofthe human heart, and criminals. as 
well as artists, are influenged by -it. 
Those “two young American monsters, 
Loeb and Leopold. seem to have thought 
the world w lost if only they got en- 
ough. space in the newspapers, and other 
murderers bave made it clear that, they 
thoroughly ‘enjoyed their notoriety. if not 
their doom. : rd

“CONDITIONS IN. FOOCHOW. 


LYROM Tie ** CLLNEST CCONOMIC BULLETIN, | 


Foochow, ‘capital of FPukien province, 
is one ofthe busy commercial ports in 
South China. It ia.situated on the Min 
River, having an extensive hinterland tu 
serve. The chicf exports of the port. are 
tea, timber, lacquer wware, paper 
bres apd bamboo shoots, 
imports are’ flour, rice, sugar, cloth, kero 
seae oil, and metal ware.. Owing to the 
mountainous nature of the province, traf: 
fie between Foochow. and the hinterland 
is done vhiefly by junks and sampans on 
the mountain stredms. - Large scale busi- 
ness” is generally tranisneted through a 
broker or commission “agent. Goods’ in 
the hinterland for export are generally’ 
moved to Fouchow by’ the producer,. who: 
sell them to the exporter through a com: 
mission agent. 


"Exporters of Fukien goods are net al- 
ways foreign firms, there -heing quite a 
number of Chinese merchants trum other 
coastal provinces, becauso a large per- 
centage of Fukieo goods ure consumed 
in other provinces of Chinn, The fune- 
tions of n commission agent are ndt ton- 
hned merely to getting both partics te- 
gether to complete the deal. He is to 
see the contract between tke parties con- 
cerned fuithfully executed. In the’ case 
of any default or bad fnith on either-aide, 
he is “held responsible... The rate of com- 
mission charged by the commission agent 
varies from 2 to 3 per cent. Some'of the 
exporting firms occasionally send an 
agent of their own to the interior to ex- 
port goods and somo appoint as their 
agent x resident merchant of the place 
where the goods are produced and ad.. 
vance him money to collect the com- 
modity, thus dispensing with the services 
of the professional commission axgent. 
But in the latter case, it involves a cer- 
tain utnount of risk, because the agent, 
to whon: the money is advanced gives no 
security against his failure to carry out 
the, orders. * 


Alust. of the large scale transactions are 
done with ready money. When credit is 
employed, it is hardly extended to over 
5 days., Short credit is, however, em- 

ployed in transactions between the whole- 
salers und the retailers of the port. The,

Formerly, ‘when ‘a merchant became in- 
solvent, his creditors were. at liberty to 
seize ‘pad dispose of. whatever remained 
in his possession, but now the claimants 
must go to Jaw to ask for official inter- 
vention. Fukien merchants seldom resort 
ito the litter action, however. When a 
merchant becomes insolvent, he, generally 
through the good offices of a third party, 
makes ao understanding with bis credi- 
tors to settle his liabilities at a certain 


“ discount,” that is, to’ meet’ the claims | « 


of his creditors by paying only a certain 
percentage of what is due. If such an 
understanding can be reached, the insol- 
vent merchant ,can save himself from 
being branded as a ‘‘ bankrupt,” and, 
if possible, can ‘make a new start in busi- 
ness without the fear of being pressed 
for payment by his former creditors. 
This is. a. common practice which Foo- 
chow merchants use in settling cases of 
insolvency. If the case is tov complicated 
to be.settled in this’ manner, it “is 
generally referred to ‘the Chamber of 
Commerce for arbitration. Foochow mer- 
chants very: seldom go to Jaw for the 
settlement of such cases.
